PREFACE. 



This work has for its object the bringing into more 
general notice the Antiquities of Dorset. 

Rich as this County is m vestiges of the primi- 
tive ages, and surpassing most parts of the Kingdom 
in certain classes of ancient remains, yet nowhere 
have our early national monuments been less studied ; 
nowhere have they received less consideration ; and 
nowhere have they encountered more general dis- 
regard and apathy. 

By the method here adopted, the various remains 
have been submitted to a strict classification, so as 
rightly to apportion them to the respective peoples 
and periods with which they were originally con- 
nected, care being taken at the same time to identify, 
and indicate, their several sites. The result is that 
they are now, for the first time, presented under such 
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a simple synoptical arrangement, illustrated by a 
Map, and explained by an Index, adapted to its 
sectional arrangement — ^yet complete in itself— that 
without fear of going astray, the Antiquary may, by 
their aid, direct his steps to every particular site 
he wishes to inspect. 

In like manner the uninitiated, yet interested en- 
quirer, will not merely be similarly assisted, but by 
the classification which has been made, be directed 
to a right perception and identification of the objects 

themselves, and thus prevented from falling into 
en'oneous speculations. 

It is proper to observe that the subject has 
long engaged my attention, and further to remark 
that every site has been visited by me ; the remains, 
with their respective characteristics duly studied, 
and not one conclusion adopted mthout careful 
comparison and mature consideration. 

Such few remains as are of doubtful or question- 
able character, will be found classed accordingly ; 
whilst, in order to economize the time, and facilitate 
the researches of the student, the finest examples 
of eveiy kind are duly noted for his especial inspec- 
tion.

The Map has been carefully collated, and will be 
found very accurate. As a work of art, it speaks 
sufficiently for itself, but still an acknowledgement is 
due, and cheerfully accorded, to Mr. Geo. Hillier, 
for the abiUty he has displayed in its engraving, 
as well as its construction on & plan so original 

and unique. 

I trust I may be permitted to look forward with 
confidence to that kind consideration for this volume, 
to which a work so perfectly novel of its kind may 
well be entitled, and shall consider myself amply 
repaid, if its pubUcation should haply be the means 
of promoting a study of monuments connected with, 

and illustrative of, the early history of the West of 
Britain. 

Many yet retain much of their original grandeur, 
and are replete with points of interest, which re- 
quire only to be seen to be appreciated ; but the 
hand of the spoiler has been, and is still, upon them. 
Thus, and that very recently, the Roman Castrum 
within the Celtic camp and Oppidum on Hod Hill 
has, to the lasting disgrace of those concerned, been 
ruthlessly destroyed ; the plough has passed over 
its Pra3torium, and the site once occupied by 
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the surrounding host, with all its details so well 
defined, is now no longer to be traced ; thus an 
example of Roman castrametation the finest of its 
kind, in fact unique, has been obhterated, and that 
without a voice being raised or an effort made to 
stay the hand of the despoilers. Buz Bury, a good 
example of a small British Oppidum, has more than 
once been threatened, but has more than once been 
saved, through the interposition of one sole voice 
raised to avert its destruction. Still the question 
may be asked, — is it safe from future aggression ? 
The response must be looked for from the owner 
of the soil, who, when the circumstance is brought 
before him, as we hope it will be through the in- 
strumentahty of this notice, will, it may be ex- 
pected, take measures to preserve for posterity, 
this — one of the earhest and most interesting 
vestiges of their common father-land. Several 
other instances of destruction may be cited ; but 
it will alone be sufficient to direct attention to 
the fact that the ramparts of Pyls Dun Camp 
and Conig's Castle are even at this present time 
being carried away, simply because they afford 
greater facility for procuring materials for the 
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adjoining roads than could be obtained by the 
ordinary means. 

Encouragement for the good work of conser- 
vation is to be found in the examples afforded by the 
Amphitheatre and Pound Bury Camp ; both ad- 
joining the town of Dorchester, both once threat- 
ened with destruction, and happily, both saved from 
their doom by the timely interposition of those, 
who had they now, as then, been residing in the 
county, would not have failed in remonstrances, 
or in endeavouring to enhst the interest of the 
public — often supine from the. facts not being 
brought before them — ^in at least making a stren- 
uous effort to prevent the destruction so lately made, 
and still carried on. 

To secure their conservation, a wider recognition 
by the pubhc is required and invoked, and I hope 
that my efforts will not be allowed to appeal in vain 
to the good taste and patriotism of the enlightened 
and influential.

* The attention of the Antiquary is directed to some important facts, in con- 
nection with Bockley, and other remains of the Celtic period adjoining. On 
the Dorset side of the Dyke, a trackway can he seen running for some little dis- 
tance parallel with jt ; in its course it passes two or three tumuli, a portion of 
one heing cut away to give place to the trackway, and shewing the higher anti- 
quity of the sepulchral mound. The trackway, however, does not proceed far, 
before an equally strong chronological testimony is manifested of the priority of 
the road, to the more lofty Dyke ; from the circumstance of the latter being 
made upon, or rather over, the trackway. Thus, in fact, we have within the space 
of a few score yards, three works of the Celtad, each distinct and different from 
the other, both in character and period of constructions 

Additional evidence may be obtained, if we follow the trackway as it emerges 
from beneath the Dyke, on the Wiltshire side ; where, before it has proceeded 
half a mile, its course will be seen to be impeded by a long barrow, but in this 
instance, the tumulus '* stood its ground"; probably from the fact of its lying 
longitudinally to the roadway, which was diverted, as shewn in the accompanying 
diagram.

f Hutchins speaks of the remains of another Circle, half a mile west of the 
Broad Stone. His words are, — ** Half a mile farther, on the right hand of the 
road, are two large erect stones, four feet high ; and about five or six paces from 
them, two more, one about two feet high, the other taken off close to the 
ground, Aubrey in his " Monumenta Britannica," p. 1, chap. i. describes the three 
lost stones, as all standing, and forming another circle of eight paces in diameter.''

* In the village of Leigh, there is a Lahyrinth, or as there called, " Miz 
Maze," an intricate work incised in the turf; of its kind, the only example left 
in Dorsetshire ; one of the few vestiges of the more harmless Mediffival sports 
and paslimes of the rural districts of our County. Shall it be suffered to pass 
away f When I saw it, its fate was but too plainly foreshadowed by neglect and 
decay. A few pounds expended in well-directed labour is all that is required to 
restore its breaches; and it is hopefully commended to the care and attention of 
those in the neighbourhood who possess the good taste to regard the past, as not 
to be altogether absorbed in the interest of the present.

Saxons, as exhibited in the Codex Diplomaticns iEvi

* Of those Dykes and Eoads, which are unquestionably British, and 
adapted by the Saxons (as for example, Icenhilde-weg, the British 
Ikenhilde Way, and Eoman Via Iceniana), the only one ttiat can with 
any degree of probability be identified, is Bican-dio. 

1 1 am disposed to consider '' Sted-weie " as the ancient road by 
which access was gained to the Isle of Purbeck from the north-west. 
In the meadows near Stokford, an old causeway is to be seen, pursuing 
a course which mast of necessity have involved a crossing of the river 
Frome, at a ford which, as the name of the hamlet testifies^ then 
existed hereabouts. This seems substantiated by the fact that within 
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the distance of three miles of^ ajid ia a direct line with, this causeway, 
we have "Wool," a palpable corruption of "Wood,** — "Bridge*'; 
then the hamlet of "Wood Strete," identifying the direction of the 
"Weie"; and lastly Stok-ford," or literally "(Stok) Wood-ford," 
clearly indicating the passage across the river. Furthermore, the 
inference is reasonable that another causeway must at this period 
have existed in direct connection with the same ford, to open up the 
conmiunication from Wareham and the country on the eastward; 
inasmuch as at that time there could have been no *' trajectus " of the 
Erome at Wareham, then a haven much resorted to by the ships 
(Saxon and Danisli) navigating the narrow seas, as is often recorded in 
the early annals of our country ; whilst the ford, to which reference 
has been made^ could not have been more than one and a half, or two 
miles at the most, from Wareham. 



Sectioit III. 

Slaitghteb Basbow, near GiUingham, is marked Danish, from being 
supposed to have been thrown over the bodies of some DaneS| who fell 
hereabouts in a great battle, in which their army suffered a defeat. 
The Anglo Saxon Chronicle says, — Peit, neak Gillinoham, "a.d. 

1016 And soon after that, he (King Edmund) fought against the 

army at Pen, near Gillingham." (Under Canute.) This battle (the 
defeat of the Danes, Slaughter Gate and Long Barrow, all in connection 
with it) is kept in traditionary record at GiUingham unto this day. 
For an account of the barrow, see " Celtic Tumuli cf Dorset;" Tumuli 
opened at various periods, p. 50. 

DuNOLiPF and Hamel Dujf seem to have been both occupied by 
"The Club Men of the West," who in August, 1645, gathered 
themselves together within the entrenchments of Hamel Dun, for the 
protection of their rights. Cromwell being at that time in the neigh- 
bourhood in command of a body of troops, ordered them to lay 
down their arms and disperse; on refusing, a skirmish ensued, in 
which they were routed, some killed, and many taken prisoners. — 
" Springe's " ''Anglia Eediviva,'* Edition 1647, p.p. 79, 80.

Section IV. 

SoRBionuNUM is given on the Map more clearly to show the relative 
distances between ti^e several Eoman Stations on the Yia Iceniana. 

Ceanboubkb Castle, a very remarkable earthwork, unique in 
Dorset, is placed with the " CTncertain Remains," as it admits of no 
reliable classification.

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Section. V. 

The black mark, near Cakca Arixa on the Map, refers to Charmouth, 
and the frequent landing there of the Danes in the 9th century, as 
recorded in the A. S. Chronicle, for instance — **a.i). 833 : this year, 
Egbert fought against the men of thirty-five ships at Charmouth, and 
there was great slaughter made, and the Danish men maintained 
possession of the field." 

Etpe Down. On this Down, in the Parish of Symonds Bury, and 
between Bridport and Charmouth, there are three lines of Entrench- 
ments, which appear to be carried around the north side of the Down, 
and in fact, the only side accessible from the interior, as the Down 
terminates with a very steep declivity on the West, whilst the 8. and 
E. sides slope gradually down to the cliff and shore to " Eype's Mouth.'* 
These works, however, are too indistinct and indefinite to be noticed 
otherwise than in this place ; still, from their very indistinctness, they 
approach much in character to what is customarily assigned to the 
Danes — ^hasty in construction, and occupying a position in every 
respect likely to be taken up by them in one of their many forays on 
this part of the shores of Britain, and which we have noticed under 
Charmouth, These are the opinions of a local antiquary who kindly 
directed my attention to this Down — opinions to which I am ready to 
pay full deference, as they are formed on conclusions supported by 
historical evidences.

Section VI. 

The junction of the Vicih^l Wats from Ischalis and the Foss Way, 
in their route to Durnovaria, should have been given on the Map, on 
the east side of Prampton, instead of the west. 

The name omitted at the point indicating Boman Bemains, is 
Wynfordf which insert on the Map. 

For '' Holchesteb/' read Sorchest&r, on the Map. 

Section VII. 

A small work in earth, is described (p. 15) as a presumed " Gorseddau, 
or Celtic place of Counsel," agreeably to the expressed opinion of a 
friend, but as the author is unable to endorse it by a reference to any 
analagous or existing remains, he has preferred placing it with the 
" Uncertain Remains." 

Section VIII. 

It will be well to observe that the Via Iceniana, in its advance on 
Bad Byri, divides into two branches, at a point considerably nearer 
that Oppidum than it is marked on the Map, in fact, at the distance of 
about a quarter of a mile on the north. This, an error in the engraving. 
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18 to be regretted, inasmuch as it cannot now be satisfactorily remedied; 
and it is further to be noticed, that the West, Dumovarian, or 
principal branch, in order to clear the west side of the Oppidum, 
diverges much more from the original alignment than the cast or 
Morionio branch. This earthwork was occupied by the Saxons under 
Edward the Elder; a.d. 901. 

Section IX. 

SniPTON Hill. The summit of this Hill has much the resemblance 
of the hull of a ship inverted : it was regarded by antiquaries of a 
former generation as a ** Ship Barrow," and is referred to as such by 
King in his '< Mummenta Antiqua^

Section XI. 

The Babnstok Mounds, placed with the "Uncertain Remains," for 
the reasons assigned in p. 25, are to be recognized on the Map at the 
foot of the Eidgeway, and lying southward of Creech Barrow and 
Xnowle Hills. 

Section XII. 

SwANAGE. The black scoring under the name on the Map, refers to 
a disaster which befell the Danes, as recorded in the A. S. Chronicle. 
** Swanawick, a.d. 877 : this year the ««rmy came to Exeter from 
TVareham, and the fleet sailed round westwards ; and then a great 
storm overtook them at sea, and there one hundred and twenty ships 
were wrecked at Swanawick." 

BEFEEENGES TO THE MAP.

For " Sites op Saxon Mints," read ** Sites of Saxon and other Minte.^^ 

Ibbbnio, Clavinio, etc., although this orthography is frequently used 
in the names of these places, it was adopted inadvertently on the Map, 
as the author would have much preferred the neuter termination, for 
instance, Ibemtum, Clavimumy etc. 

The several Galleys on the coast are intended to refer to the 
Eoman intercourse with Dorsetshire, as exemplifled by their Stations, 
Castra, etc. 
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
